A  true  native,  Jackie  attended  Bristol  schools,  graduating  from  Bristol 
High  School  in  1947.  She  attended  Plymouth  State  College  and  then  left 
the  Newfound  Area  to  work  in  Washington,  D.C.  during  the  early  '50's. 
While  in  Washington,  Jackie  worked  for  the  Government  Patent  Office 
through  a  private  organization  as  a  computer  analyst.  In  1951,  Jackie  met 
and  married  Thomas  J.  Grouse  to  whom  she  has  been  married  40  years. 
Tom  was  in  the  Navy  and  Jackie  and  he  moved  to  Norfolk  where  Jackie 
went  to  work  for  the  Naval  Supply  Genter  in  Norfolk,  Virginia.  It  was  here 
that  she  honed  her  skills  for  the  next  15  years,  attaining  a  very  high  OS 
rating  with  the  government. 

Jackie  and  Tom  returned  to  Bristol  when  Tom  retired  from  the  Navy.

c.  Obstructs  vehicular  or  pedestrian  traffic  on  any  public  street 
or  sidewalk  or  the  entrance  to  any  public  street  or  sidewalk 
or  the  entrance  to  any  public  building;  or 

d.  Engages  in  conduct  in  a  public  place  which  substantially  in- 
terferes with  a  criminal  investigation,  a  fire  fighting  opera- 
tion to  which  RSA  154:17  is  applicable,  the  provision  of 
emergency  medical  treatment,  or  the  provision  of  other  ser- 
vices when  traffic  or  pedestrian  management  is  required;  or 

e.  Knowingly  refuses  to  comply  with  a  lawful  order  of  a  peace 
officer  to  move  from  any  public  place;  or 

III.  He  purposely  causes  a  breach  of  the  peace,  public  inconvenience, 
annoyance  of  alarm,  or  recklessly  creates  a  risk  thereof,  by: 

a.  Making  loud  or  unreasonable  noises  in  a  public  place,  or  mak- 
ing loud  or  unreasonable  noises  in  a  private  place  which  can 
be  heard  in  a  public  place  or  other  private  places,  which 
noises  would  disturb  a  person  of  average  sensibilities;  or 

b.  Disrupting  the  orderly  conduct  of  business  in  any  public  or 
private  facility;  or 

c.  Disrupting  any  lawful  assembly  or  meeting  of  persons 
without  lawful  authority. 

d.  Operating  any  motor  vehicle  within  the  Town  of  Bristol  so 
as  to  make  excessive  noise  by  any  of  the  following  means: 

1.  Misuse  of  power,  acceleration  or  traction  so  as  to  spin 
the  wheels  in  the  manner  commonly  known  as  "laying 
rubber". 

2.  Misuse  of  brake  and  stopping  power  in  the  deceleration 
of  a  motor  vehicle  where  no  emergency  exists. 

3.  Misuse  of  power,  acceleration  or  traction  by  means  of 
rapid  upshift  or  downshift  of  transmission  gears. 

4.  Racing  of  engine  by  means  of  the  accelerator,  carburetor, 
gear  selector,  either  when  the  motor  vehicle  is  in  mo- 
tion or  stationary. 
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IV.  In  this  section: 

a.  'Lawful  Order"  means: 

1.  A  command  issued  to  any  person  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  said  person  from  committing  any  offense 
when  the  officer  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that 
said  person  is  about  to  commit  any  such  offense,  or  when 
said  person  is  engaged  in  a  course  of  conduct  which 
makes  his  commission  of  such  an  offense  imminent;  or 

2.  A  command  issued  to  any  person  to  stop  him  from  con- 
tinuing to  commit  any  offense  when  the  officer  has 
reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  said  person  is  present- 
ly engaged  in  conduct  which  constitutes  any  such 
offense. 

b.  "Public  Place"  means  any  place  to  which  the  public  or  a 
substantial  group  has  access.  The  term  includes,  but  is  not 
limited  to,  public  ways,  sidewalks,  schools,  and  the  lobbies 
or  hallways  of  apartment  buildings,  hotels  or  motels. 

V.  Exemptions: 

A.  The  following  uses  and  activities  shall  be  exempt  from 
disorderly  actions  regulations: 

1.  noises  of  safety  signals  and  warning  devices  when  used 
for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  intended  and 
emergency  pressure  relief  valves; 

2.  noises  resulting  from  any  authorized  vehicles,  when 
responding  to  an  emergency  call  or  acting  in  time  of 
emergency; 

3 .  noises  resulting  from  emergency  and  maintenance  work 
as  performed  by  the  Town  of  Bristol,  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  Bristol  Highway  Department,  Bristol  Water 
&  Sewer  employees  or  other  public  utility  companies; 
noises  resulting  from  the  provisions  of  municipal 
services; 

4.  agricultural  operations  under  RSA  430  c:l,  c:2,  c:3,  c:4. 

VI.  Disorderly  Actions  is  a  violation,  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to,  but 
not  exceeding  $500.00. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  pass  the  ordinance  that  no  one 
will  hold  more  than  one  paid  position  in  the  Town  of  Bristol,  (submitted 
by  Petition) 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  14.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  —  1990 

Town  government  provides  services  as  required  by  federal  and  state  law 
and  regulations  and  as  voted/requested  by  its  citizens.  In  view  of  current 
economics  to  continue  and/or  improve  the  present  level  of  service  for  1991 
will  require  a  good  deal  of  resolve  on  the  part  of  the  voters. 

During  1990  the  Town  has  improved  by  the  purchase  of  land  adjacent 
to  the  well  site.  This  land  will  provide  well  head  protection  for  the  ex- 
isting well  and  tests  have  shown  that  the  property  has  an  aquifer  capable 
of  providing  for  future  water  needs.  A  long  standing  project  was  com- 
pleted in  early  November  with  the  laying  of  water  lines  and  the  final 
grading  of  Arrow  Head  Point  and  Wulamet  Roads. 

Our  Town  beaches  have  been  and  will  continue  to  be  under  increasing 
pressure  in  terms  of  use.  The  legal  issues  concerning  both  beaches  were 
not  resolved  during  1990  but  it  does  appear  that  The  Foot  of  the  Lake 
beach  ownership  claim  has  an  excellent  chance  of  being  resolved  by  the 
court  during  the  spring  term  of  1991.  In  August  the  Department  of  Safe- 
ty, The  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  interested  parties  held  a  public  hearing 
on  the  establishment  of  a  moorings  area  at  the  foot  of  the  lake.  Lake  Shore 
Drive  property  and  boat  owners  were  pleased  with  the  recommendation 
that  resulted  from  the  hearing. 

The  damage  caused  by  the  July  freshet  to  the  Town  beaches  and  roads 
has  been  corrected.  Where  possible  improvements  were  made  to  existing 
damaged  systems  which  should  provide  better  protection  against  future 
freshets.  All  federal  and  state  monies  have  been  received  and  applied  to 
the  appropriate  accounts. 

The  Sewer  Commission  recommended  a  construction  company  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  sewer  improvement  project;  the  Board  accepted 
the  recommendation,  signed  the  contract  and  the  project  is  well  under 
way  and  on  budget.  Completion  is  anticipated  as  per  bid  or  earlier. 

The  changeover  of  service  from  Newfound  Ambulance  Rescue  Services 
to  Bristol  Emergency  Services  was  completed  though  not  without 
challenges;  however,  service  was  not  interrupted  nor  was  the  level  of  ser- 
vice impaired.  The  level  of  service  has  since  been  improved  by  the  addi- 
tion of  equipment  and  training  of  EMS  personnel.  The  area  is  indeed  for- 
tunate to  have  emergency  service  at  reasonable  costs. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  service  or  an  increase 
in  service  can  be  provided  at  the  same  cost  to  the  users;  in  the  case  of 
solid  waste  we  are  delighted  to  report  at  least  the  same  or  better  service 
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for  less  money,  (even  though  there  is  a  $2.00  charge  for  a  sticker).  This 
was  made  possible  by  planning  and  hard  work  by  a  number  of  people. 
Hats  off  to  them! 

At  this  writing  the  Board  anticipates  the  1990  budget  will  be  in  the 
"black"  notwithstanding  the  increased  demands  on  the  General  Assistance 
budget  and  the  July  flood  costs.  The  Board  extends  its  sincere  thanks  to 
those  who  worked  so  hard  to  keep  the  budget  balanced. 

The  Town  has  had  a  successful  year  with  respect  to  its  financial  affairs 
for  1990.  It  has  reduced  its  bonded  indebtedness  principal  and  interest 
payments,  and  more  importantly,  has  reduced  significantly  the  amount 
of  interest  paid  on  tax  anticipation  notes.  Currently  (December  20th)  the 
Town  has  received  81%  of  all  taxes  due  in  1990;  compared  to  other  com- 
munities Bristol  taxpayers  have  done  well. 

Any  success  the  Town  enjoyed  is  due  to  the  hard  work  and  dedication 
of  its  citizens  and  taxpayers.  Elected,  appointed  or  hired  town  members 
are  most  appreciative  of  the  support  received  from  the  community.  On 
behalf  of  the  "Town  family"  the  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  the  people 
of  Bristol.

We  have  pumped  as  much 
as  a  million  gallons  from  the  Fowler  River  well  in  one  day  with  it 
going  almost  constantly.  In  acquiring  this  land  it  would  give  us  the 
four  hundred  feet  in  all  directions  that  we  are  required  by  the  State 
to  have  to  protect  our  present  well.  We  have  gone  in  and  put  in  a 
couple  of  test  wells  and  this  is  a  very  good  area  to  have  another  well 
when  the  need  comes  and  it  could  come  in  the  next  three  or  four 
years.  The  third  reason  to  buy  this  is  conservation. 

The  engineer  for  the  water  department  explained  in  a  little  more 
detail  about  the  need  and  how  the  test  wells  were  put  in. 

Mason  Westfall  stated  that  there  is  a  possibility  that  we  may  be 
able  to  get  Matching  funds  from  the  L.C.I.R  program.  We  must  ap- 
prove this  article  to  show  our  good  faith  before  we  can  finalize  our 
applications  to  the  State.  Not  100%  sure  of  this  but  looks  good  for 
us  as  we  meet  a  lot  of  the  criteria  set  forth  by  the  L.C.I.R  Could  get 
up  to  50%  of  the  total  fund. 

Archie  Auger  —  The  Board  of  Selectmen  are  very  much  in  favor 
of  this.  The  water  department  will  contribute  $25,000.00  toward 
this  so  our  cost  at  the  very  most  would  be  $65,000.00.  If  we  pay 
for  this  in  one  year  we  would  probably  save  about  $7,500.00  in  in- 
terest and  costs  that  we  would  have  to  pay  if  we  bonded  it. 

Richard  Walenda  asked  who  might  be  using  this  water.  John 
McEachen  stated  that  we  have  95  new  users  projected  for  next  year. 

Skip  Bowie  asked  if  this  figure  was  the  assessed  value  of  the  prop- 
erty and  was  told  yes  that  it  was.  He  felt  we  should  not  pay  this  as 
most  land  is  assessed  too  high  but  was  told  that  the  Town  more  or 
less  had  to  go  with  this  figure  because  that  is  the  value  that  they  ac- 
cepted on  the  revaluation. 

Tom  Morrison  does  not  feel  that  we  should  put  two  wells  in  the 
same  area  in  case  of  contamination.

The  specified 
percentage  of  such  revenues  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Conservation 
Fund  at  the  time  of  collection.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Town  of  Bristol  and  the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial 
states  of  the  Town  of  Bristol  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31, 
1989,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Town  of  Bristol's  management.  Our  responsibility 
is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit 
to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are 
free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis, 
evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial 
statements.

funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  ac- 
counting principles.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  combining  and  individual 
fund  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material 
respects,  the  financial  position  of  each  of  the  individual  funds  of  the  Town 
at  December  31,  1989,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such  funds  for  the 
year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.

In  1990  the  winter  months  of  January,  February  and  March  were  very 
busy  with  a  lot  of  snow  and  weekend  storms.  April  and  May  brought  fre- 
quent rain  and  showers.  It  slowed  the  spring  cleanup  and  summer  work 
projects  down.  When  the  rain  finally  slowed  down,  June  and  July  were 
very  busy.  The  final  phase  of  the  Peaked  Hill  Road  project  was  started 
and  had  just  been  completed,  along  with  Bristol  Hill,  when  the  heavy  rains 
of  August  came. 

August  6,  1990,  the  first  of  the  heavy  rains  came  causing  problems  and 
washouts  on  many  roads.  Then,  before  we  could  get  things  back  together, 
August  10th  we  had  another  substantial  rainfall,  leaving  us  with  more  than 
12  inches  of  rain  for  the  week. 

This  storm  damage  took  priority  over  other  scheduled  projects.  Federal 
Emergency  Management  personnel  estimated  our  damage  at  S109,254.80. 
The  Highway  Department  performed  much  of  the  repair  work  to  keep 
the  costs  down  for  the  amount  of  work  that  had  to  be  done.  Places  af- 
fected by  storm  damage  included: 

Peaked  Hill  Brookwood  Park  Hemphill  Road 

Lakeside  Road        Hall  Road  Ten  Mile  Road 

Chestnut  Street      Wicom  Road  Ellen  Lane 

High  Street  Prospect  Street  Town  Beaches 

In  addition,  many  gravel  roads  were  damaged  by  the  heavy  rains. 

All  repairs  were  completed  by  mid-November.  Scheduled  paving  was 
postponed  due  to  storm  damage.  Resealing  of  roads  was  done  on  Peaked 
Hill,  Brookwood  Park,  Bristol  Hill,  and  Camelot  Acres. 

With  the  unseasonably  mild  weather  mid-November  through  December, 
we  were  able  to  catch  up  on  work  previously  left  undone. 

I  would  like  to  close  by  sending  out  many  thanks  to  all  the  people  in- 
volved during  the  flood  damage  era  with  their  help  and  concern.  Especial- 
ly the  Fire  Department,  Police  Department,  Water  &  Sewer  Department, 
Women's  Auxiliary  and  all  of  those  who  helped  out.  A  special  thanks  to 
John  Day  for  all  his  help  and  a  big  thanks  to  the  crew  of  the  Highway 
Department.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF 
MINOT  SLEEPER  LIBRARY 

The  Trustees  of  the  Minot  Sleeper  Library  report  the  following  activities 
during  the  year  1990. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  and  Story  Hour  were  very  successful. 
Seven  "Story  Hours"  were  held  this  summer  with  sharing  of  the  programs 
by  several  volunteer  storytellers.  The  "Summer  Reading  Program"  ended 
with  a  party  for  twenty-eight  children,  and  winners  of  the  reading  con- 
test received  prizes.  Several  children  put  on  original  plays  for  entertain- 
ment. There  were  eleven  children  who  read  twenty  or  more  books  and 
each  has  had  a  children's  book  added  to  the  children's  collection  in  his 
or  her  name. 

Another  survey  of  video  tape  choices  was  developed,  and  a  catalog  was 
on  display  for  library  patrons  to  make  selections.  There  are  now  sixty  VCR 
tapes  available  for  loans  to  patrons,  and  there  was  a  30%  increase  in  cir- 
culation this  year.  The  most  popular  choices  have  been  science,  history, 
and  hobbies;  plus  the  classic  films,  and  children's  movies.  The  librarian 
has  reported  the  VCR  tape  program  is  very  popular.  A  policy  has  been 
written  to  regulate  the  borrowing  of  VCR  tapes  from  the  library.  The  Book 
Committee  has  obtained  a  video  rack  on  which  they  have  organized  the 
cataloging  of  tapes  for  easier  access  and  identification  of  subjects  by 
patrons. 

The  Minot  Sleeper  Library  now  offers  36  different  magazines,  and  a 
magazine  rack  which  provides  a  front  display  of  magazines  was  donated 
to  the  library.  A  new  paperback  book  rack  has  been  added  for  easier  display 
of  all  the  paperback  books  donated  by  patrons.  Many  requests  were 
received  for  Audio  Books,  to  play  on  tape  recorders.  This  new  program, 
starting  with  six  Audio  Books,  was  introduced  in  December,  and  im- 
mediately they  have  been  very  popular.  The  transfer  of  all  of  the  available 
editions  of  the  Bristol  Enterprise  to  microfilm  has  been  completed  through 
April  1988.  A  report  on  the  circulation  of  books  includes:

A  long  list  of  repairs  and  improvements  has  been  accomplished  this  year. 
Cleanup  of  the  backyard  was  done,  and  the  Bristol  Garden  Club  planted 
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flowers  to  beautify  the  outside  of  the  Hbrary.  Repairs  have  been  made  in 
the  downstairs  restroom,  small  jobs  on  pipes  and  caulking  of  the  sills.  The 
library  now  has  outside  water  available.  The  light  and  eye  timer  for  the 
front  porch  lighting  on  the  sign  has  been  installed  to  provide  patrons  with 
better  sight  and  safety  at  the  front  entrance.  Repairs  have  been  made  to 
the  furnace  room  ceiling.  The  furnace  air  circulation  fan  was  adjusted  and 
provided  satisfactory  service  during  the  summer  months.  There  is  a  list 
of  other  jobs  still  pending  which  will  be  accomplished  whenever  possi- 
ble. The  library  sign  on  the  lawn  has  been  cleaned  and  repainted  by  Wink 
Tapply.  A  rearrangement  of  library  funiture  has  provided  more  open  spaces 
in  the  library,  and  a  new  light  fixture  has  provided  additional  light  over 
the  table  in  the  photocopying  machine  corner.  A  new  cabinet  desk  was 
built  to  support  the  microfilm  reader  which  has  been  moved  downstairs 
to  the  alcove  in  the  children's/research  room.  The  librarian's  old  office 
chair  was  reupholstered  for  use  at  this  desk,  as  the  new  librarian's  chair 
on  back  order  has  been  received. 

Patricia  Baker  resigned  as  Treasurer,  and  Gordon  S.  Dole  was  appointed 
to  perform  the  duties  of  Treasurer  for  an  interim  period  until  another 
treasurer  is  available. 

The  Trustees  are  developing  a  staff  file  which  will  contain  updated  job 
descriptions  of  all  staff  positions.  Looking  further  into  the  future,  the 
Trustees  have  discussed  long-range  plans.  For  many  years,  the  opinion  has 
been  expressed  that  the  library  needs  more  room  for  expansion.  It  is  felt 
that  an  additional  wing  to  accommodate  the  steady  growth  of  patrons 
who  use  the  library  should  be  seriously  considered  and  actively  planned. 
The  Trustees  have  obtained  copies  of  the  blueprints  which  former  trustees 
had  drawn  in  1932.  They  will  have  these  blueprints  read  by  a  qualified 
person  who  will  review  them  for  adaptability  and  revisions  under  pre- 
sent day  laws  and  legal  requirements  and  make  recommendations.

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BRISTOL  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1990 

Under  RSA  35-A,  the  Bristol  Conservation  Commission  is  charged  with 
overseeing  the  proper  utilization  and  protection  of  natural  resources  and 
the  protection  of  watershed  resources  of  the  Town  of  Bristol.  The  Con- 
servation Commission  is  the  authorized  agency  within  our  municipal 
government  which  provides  a  focal  point  for  environmental  concerns. 

One  priority  of  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been  to  establish  a 
working  zoning  ordinance  which  will  identify  and  protect  wetlands  over 
one  acre  in  size.  Compilation  of  a  wetlands  inventory,  and  the  designa- 
tion of  these  wetlands  on  the  town  tax  map  has  been  a  year-long  project. 
Progress  on  refining  and  updating  the  inventory  is  nearing  completion. 
However,  constant  monitoring  and  field  research  will  be  essential  to  keep 
the  inventory  current. 

A  second  priority  of  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been  to  main- 
tain the  intent  and  preservation  of  the  Pemigewasset  Overlay  District.  Ef- 
forts to  safeguard  the  Bristol  boundaries  of  the  Pemigewasset  River  have 
resulted  in  a  cooperative  relationship  with  other  towns  adjacent  to  the 
Pemi.  Wes  Dow  serves  as  our  representative  on  the  Pemigewasset  River 
Council.  This  Council  is  heading  the  effort  to  designate  the  Pemi  as  a  free- 
flowing,  wide  and  scenic  river.  This  designation  would  shelter  this  valuable 
resource  from  some  forms  of  development. 

The  Bristol  Conservation  Commission  maintains  a  professional  work- 
ing relationship  with  many  environmental  organizations.  These  organiza- 
tions include  the  Newfound  Lake  Association,  The  Audubon  Society,  Lakes 
Region  Planning  Commission,  the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Forests,  Lakes  Region  Conservation  Trust,  the  Lakes  Coalition,  and 
the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions. 
Cooperative  sharing  for  educational  and  legislative  environmental 
purposes  has  been  very  active  this  year. 

Activities  of  the  Conservation  Commission  throughout  the  year  have 
included  the  constant  monitoring  of  the  water  at  the  Breck-Plankey  Spring 
on  Lake  Street,  a  successful  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  day  at  which  over 
one  hundred  participants  took  advantage  of  the  service,  support  of  at- 
tempts to  gain  appropriate  public  access  to  Newfound  Lake  and  the  un- 
successful attempt  to  obtain  a  matching  grant  from  NH  Charitable  Trust 
for  the  new  well  site.  Additionally,  the  Conservation  Commission  has 
responded  to  numerous  applications  for  new  and  old  dock  construction 
and  repair  on  Newfound  Lake.  Revised  rules  from  the  NH  Wetlands  Board 
and  a  new  application  form  have  gone  into  effect.  Basically,  the  only  ac- 
tivity which  can  be  accomplished  without  a  permit  is  the  replacement  of 
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decking  on  docks  that  conform  to  the  new  regulations.  Individuals  needing 
assistance  in  complying  with  the  law  are  urged  to  contact  a  member  of 
the  Conservation  Commission. 

Some  environmental  issues  and  concerns  appear  overwhelming; 
however,  the  work  of  the  Conservation  Commission  at  the  local  level  in- 
dicates that  a  community's  interest  in  protecting  and  maintaining  its 
valuable  natural  resources  is  a  "grass  roots"  level  priority.  The  Bristol  Con- 
servation Commission  members  remain  committed  to  serving  the  local 
government  by  acting  as  a  liaison  between  the  needs  of  the  environment 
and  the  rights  of  the  individual.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

We  entered  1990  with  a  sewer  moratorium  in  effect  due  to  the  disposal 
plant  operating  at  near-capacity  During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  we  were 
able  to  seal  out  a  lot  of  infiltration  in  the  lines.  The  "TV"  pictures  showed 
where  the  leaks  were  and  kept  the  cost  down  by  pinpoint  digging.  This 
resulted  in  getting  the  flow  to  the  plant  down  enough  to  lift  the 
moratorium  by  summer.  To  many  customers  on  the  waiting  Hst,  your 
patience  and  cooperation  during  the  moratorium  was  greatly  appreciated. 

In  the  spring  of  the  year,  the  sewer  plant  upgrade  was  started.  Penta 
Corporation  from  Moultonboro,  NH  was  awarded  the  contract.  The  proj- 
ect is  going  along  very  well  and  on  schedule.  In  1991  when  the  project 
is  complete,  we  plan  to  have  an  "open  house"  so  all  interested  people 
can  see  some  of  the  new  technology  in  place. 

To  better  serve  more  residences  of  Bristol,  we  now  have  in  place  a  pad 
at  one  of  the  oxidation  ditches  enabling  us  to  now  accept  holding  tank 
waste.

The  Bristol  Police  Commission  and  Chief  of  Police  Barry  W.  Wingate 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  year. 

1990  has  been  a  year  of  continued  activity  for  the  Bristol  Police  Depart- 
ment, as  well  as  a  year  of  change.  Some  of  the  notable  changes  have  been 
the  promotion  of  Kenneth  R.  Martell,  Jr.  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant,  and  the 
welcoming  back  to  the  force  of  Patrolman  Robert  D.  Gray.  The  Regional 
Prosecutor  Program  has  been  in  effect  now  for  a  year  and  while  there  have 
been  some  unanticipated  glitches  along  the  way,  it  is  generally  felt  that 
the  program  is  successful  as  it  relates  to  the  Town  of  Bristol.  Our  court 
conviction  rate  has  improved  and  we  have  seen  better  utilization  of  our 
personnel. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  while  drugs  are  a  continuing  problem, 
the  incidence  of  drug-related  crimes  in  Bristol  is  down  for  the  year,  as 
is  the  number  of  DWI  offenses.  It  should  not  be  assumed,  however,  that 
overall  activity  is  down,  for  each  notable  area  of  decrease  there  has  been 
an  area  of  notable  increase.  In  1990  the  Bristol  Police  Department  has 
received  8000  calls  for  service,  an  increase  of  2000  calls  over  1989.  It 
should  be  noted  that  while  the  number  of  calls  for  service  continues  to 
increase,  the  number  of  full-time  officers  available  to  handle  those  calls 
has  remained  the  same  for  the  past  10  years.  This,  of  course,  is  a  condi- 
tion that  should  not  continue;  however,  it  is  an  indication  of  the  dedica- 
tion and  effort  put  forth  by  the  personnel  at  the  Police  Department. 

All  indications  are  that  the  upcoming  year  will  be  one  of  economic  strug- 
gle, a  condition  which  always  generates  increased  police  activity.  Rest 
assured  that  we  will  endeavor  to  maintain  the  quality  of  police  protec- 
tion that  the  people  of  Bristol  have  come  to  expect.  We  wish  to  thank 
the  people  of  Bristol  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  Calendar  Year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced 
an  average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires 
were  fires  kindled  without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  per- 
mit fires  that  escaped  control  and  rekindled  fires.  All  of  these  fires  are 
preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire 
or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the 
ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  per- 
mit from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be 
done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000 
and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted 
many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a  262 
acre  fire  in  Moultonboro  and  several  fires  in  Hooksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained  844 
local  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  in  the  Incident  Command  System 
(ICS),  an  incident  management  system  for  all  types  of  emergencies.  In  1991, 
Wardens  will  be  trained  in  the  use  of  Class  A  foam  in  wildfire  suppression.

EMS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Town  of  Bristol  EMS  Department  again  had  another  busy  year.  The 
number  of  calls  actually  went  down  slightly,  but  administratively  it  was 
extremely  busy. 

The  total  number  of  calls  for  1990  was  418  which  is  twenty-five  less 
than  last  year.  This  is  partly  due  to  a  change  in  the  numbering  system, 
as  we  count  each  actual  incident  now  as  opposed  to  counting  each  pa- 
tient. The  calls'  breakdown  is: 

Alexandria  —  30  Danbury  —  37 

Bridgewater  —  44  Hebron  —  25 

Bristol  —  154  New  Hampton  —  95 

The  balance  were  mutual  aid  calls  to  other  towns  and  emergency 
transfers  from  one  facility  to  another. 

The  year  1990  also  saw  the  transition  of  the  service  from  the  private 
sector  to  a  municipal  service.  This  opened  the  door  to  a  lot  of  reorganiza- 
tion so  we  now  operate  about  the  same  as  your  local  volunteer  fire  depart- 
ment. Several  of  the  more  senior  personnel  left  the  ambulance  service, 
along  with  the  director.  We  are  now  staffed  with  eight  dedicated  volunteer 
EMT's  and  a  new  full-time  director. 

For  the  year  ahead  our  goals  are  to  continue  to  improve  and  upgrade 
our  level  of  service  to  include  putting  Advanced  Life  Support  protocols 
in  place  and  to  train  some  EMTs  to  the  intermediate  level.  We  are  also  look- 
ing to  hire  one  full-time  EMT  to  staff  the  day  shift  which  will  much  im- 
prove our  response  time  on  a  daily  basis. 

We  at  the  Town  of  Bristol  EMS  Department  are  looking  forward  to 
another  busy  year  serving  the  people  of  the  six  Newfound  Area  towns.

As  the  cornerstone  of  land-use  regula- 
tion, our  Master  Plan  will  reflect  the  public's  direction  for  growth  in 
Bristol.
